Kind of a school the I nlted States Mill
tar Academy at West Point Is It is a
special school for war established b the
Government in 12 for the training of can-

didate- for commissions in the army At
the beginning there were ten cadets Aft-
er

the inglorious war of J12 In which the
need of trained otllcers was sorely lelt
Congress reorganized the Jllllfiry Acad ¬

emy and a maximum of jO cadets was
authorized

Since 1SI3 the cadets Invc been appoint-
ed

¬

one from each Congressional district
one from each ierrltory one from the
District of Columbia and ten at large
In lajO as a consequence of the new re
oiiiremcnts of the country the Academy
was enlarged and now consists of one ca-

det

from each Congressional district ap ¬

pointed on the recommendation of the
Congressman one from each Territory
one from the District of Columbia two
from each State at large appointed on
the recommendations of its two Senators
and thirty from the United States at
large Under the last apportionment
the maximum number of cadets is thus
511

With the exception of thirty cadets at
large each member of the school must
be an actual resident of the district from
which he is appointed This insures a
fair and even representation of the whole
country in the armv Our army rests on
a democratic basis

When the candidate presents himself at
West Point he Is subjected to a rigid
physical examination and must pass a
searching mental examination also In
reading writing spelling arithmetic ele-
mentary

¬

algebra plane geometry English
grammar composition and literature
geography history and elementary phjsi
olocy

The examination questions in them ¬

selves are not ery difficult but the tests
such as they are are rigidly applied The
Government pajs each cadet J10 per jear
and has the right to exact the strictest
compliance with its requirements

Immediately upon passing his examina-
tions

¬

the candidate becomes a cadet that
Is a warrant officer of the army He
ranKs above all sergeants and next below
officers commissioned by the President
The fourth class first jear men study
mathematics to Include conic sections
French and English and the theory of In-

fantry

constantly drilled in the practical exer-
cises

terminates Hie mathematical course with
calculus studies Trench and Spanish ge ¬

ometric and topographic drawing the the

heads of the departments of military en ¬

gineering tactics law- - ordnance etc The
permanent staff maintains traditions that
have been approved by the experience of
nearly a century the officers detailed
temporarily bring fresh blood to the
school the experience of war of camps of
active service All the present officers of
instruction without exception are grad-
uates

No single da a work can be neglected
v Ithout detection Nemesis comes once a
week In the shape of marks posted for
each days recitations If the marks are
excellent the cadet may look forward to
quick promotion In the future if they arc
passable his promotion will be delaved
If they are low he runs the risk of losing
his commission in the army and besides
this lie Is punished by confinement to his
quarters etc for neglect of studies
which is neglect of elutj a military of-
fence

When a person rents an apartment
furnishes it moves his family therein
hires servants sets a common pavs
the expenses in connection therewith In
common with his own expenses and does
all acts usually done by a householder
and makes no attempt to keep his indi
vidual expenses separate from those of his
family he must be held to abvndon his
stitus as a traveler within the meaning of
this statute His expenses become com ¬

mon expenses and ure not ellvlslble and
it is impracticable to determine what his
actual individual expenses ure for any
given period while so living He enjojs
the comforts of home and family ami Is

put to the extraordinary expense of
travel that is contemplated by the act
above quoted Whether suih place be
called his home or not he has abandoned
his status a a traveler presumably for
his own convenience and cannot while so
living be allowed traveling expenses

When he so lives and keeps his ac-
counts

as to brine an element into their
audit that is entirely foreign to the du
ties or the accounting officers to settle It
will bo assumed that bv so mixing his ac-
counts
